axeayo with nu little picture of a nun, fol- 
Towing threo exclamatiun marks, * 

Mr Jeromy oyentunlly came to deal with 
tho celebrated affidavit which Mrv Thaw 
js allo ed to have signed in the office of 
Abe Hummel, the disbarred luwyer. .
